DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yakushiji et al.(U.S. Pat. 20050001810). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Yakushiji et al. discloses an information display 
panel(fig 1), in which at least one group of particles(fig 1, 3) are sealed in a plurality of 
cells formed by partition walls between the opposed substrates(fig 3), at least one of 
two substrates being transparent(para 0091 ), and, in which the particles, to which an 
electrostatic field is applied by utilizing electrodes arranged to the substrates 
respectively(para 0256), are made to move so as to display information such as an 
image(para 0006), characterized in that, when D is assumed to be a particle diameter of 
the particles and H is assumed to be a height of the substrate, the following relation is 
satisfied: D > 2H(para 027 states the particles size is in the range of 1-30um and para 
0252 states the substrate is in the range of 2-500 urn para 0252 additionally the height 
of the electrode is 5-400 nm thus the particles are twice the size of either the substrate 
or the electrode). Regarding the electrode being laminated to the substrate the method 
of making the device is not germane to the patentability of the device itself therefor the 
cliam limitation that the electrode is laminated is not given patentable weight. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. They refer to D> 2H with H is assumed to be a 
height of the substrate. However, the specification discloses H is equal to the height of 
the electrode(para 0059).
